American  "barreled  apple  prices  were  somewhat  higher  on  the  Hamburg 
auction  Thursday,  January  23,  than  last  week's  prices,  according  to  a 
cable  received  in  the  Foreign  Service  from  Mr.   J.   A-  Motz,  the  Department 
fruit  specialist  in  Europe.    Foxed  apple  prices,  however,  fell  off  some- 
what from  those  raid  Last  week.     This  was  especially  true  of  Jonathans- 
Sales  at  the  auction  amounted  to  22,500  boxes  anu  1,300  barrels  as  com- 
pared with  21,000  boxes  and  1,400  barrels  last  week.     At  this  time  last 
year  72,100  boxes  and  4,000  barrels  were  available  for  the  auction.  The 
demand  for  barreled  apples  was  slow.     Wine  saps  topped  the  market  at  $7.66 
to  $9-73  per  barrel  while  Baldwins,  due  to  their  condition,  only  made 
$3-77  to  S5.0O.
